LOUIS (if)— A contract ag ree­ 
ment ending the 1-day-old South­ 
western Bell Telephone Co. strike 
was reached at 6:50 a. m. CST 
today. 
Officials said the 53.000 striking 
C. .1 .0 Communications workers 
were to return to work on their 
next reg ular shifts. 
The end of the six-state strike 
came after an all-nig ht neg otia­ 
tions session at a hotel here. The 
contract is for one year, effective 
yesterday. It calls for a g eneral 
wag e increase rang ing from $1.50 
to $3.00 a week, depending on seni­ 
ority and job classification. 
Wag es rang ed from $35 to $9 5 
weekly under the old contract. 
A compromise as reached on 
the issue that had proved the main 
stumbling block, a company-pro­ 
posed 
clause 
desig ned 
to 
end 
“ quickie” strikes. 
No No-Strike Clause 
“ We don’t consider it a no-strike 
clause,” said Frank P. Lonerg an. 
vice president of CWA’s District 
6. “ We g ot out the objectionable 
wording . As it now stands, it cov­ 
ers g rievances and an arbitration 
system.” 
“ Members in the field are free 
to strike at any time, but the union 
will not sanction a strike while 
g rievance procedure is g oing on,” 
Lonerg an said. 
A 
company spokesman called 
this “ essentially correct.” Under 
the contract, he said, the union is 
required on g rievance matters to 
“ g o throug h the g rievance pro­ 
cedure rather than to order or 
sanction a work stoppag e or slow­ 
down.” 
The contract will cost the utility 
eig ht million dollars annually and 
the cost will be passed on to sub­ 
scribers in the form of hig her tel­ 
ephone rates, the company said. 
Hig her Classification 
Thirteen of the 500 towns served 
by the company were g iven a 
hig her classification for pay purpo- 
es. Officials explained that this 
means the increase in wag es for 
some workers will rang e up to $10 
weekly. 
The period in which workers will 
reach the maximum pay scale was 
reduced from 6% years to 6 years. 
One final issue bobbed up to de­ 
lay the ag reement. It was company 
insistence on a clause providing 
for disciplining any employe found 
g uilty of “ violence or sabotag e” 
during the strike. 
Under the contract, a company 
spokesman said, such an emplye 
“ must be disciplined or, in actual 
cases of sabotag e, subjected to pro­ 
secution.” 
“ We have several cases under 
investig ation,” he said. 
Several cases of cable cutting 
and other wire tampering were re­ 
ported during the walkout. The 
union disclaimed any knowledg e or 
responsibility for the incidents. 
The company operates in Mis­ 
souri, Kansas, Oklahoma. Texas, 
Arkansas and two Illinois counties 
near St. Louis. 
The towns moved upward in the 
company’s classification system, 
which determines the varying pay 
scales, include Fenton, Mo., and 
Jonesboro, Ark.

For 138 of the compa nies sur­ 
veyed in 19 51 a nd two previous 
yea rs (19 47 a nd 19 49 ), fringe pa y­ 
ments ha d shot up 68 per cent 
in four yea rs—from $410 to $681 
per employee. 
These fringe b enefits inclu de 
social secu rity, u nemployment and 
workmen’s compensation, sickness, 
accident, hospitalization and death 
b enefits; terminal pay; discou nts 
on goods pu rchased, free meals, 
pensions, savings and stock pu r­ 
chase plans; paid vacations, hol­ 
idays, rest and lu nch periods; prof­ 
it-sharing 
and 
b onu s 
arrange­ 
ments. 
Most of these fringe b enefits 
are paid volu ntarily b y compan­ 
ies. Only su ch b enefits as u nem­ 
ployment and workmen’s compen­ 
sation, old-age and su rvivors’ in­ 
su rance and off-the-job disab ility 
insu rance (in effect in fou r states 
and on the railroads) are requ ired 
b y law. 
Fringe b enefits do not inclu de 
ex tra pay for night shift and Su n­ 
day work or straight produ ction 
b onu ses, all of which are consid­ 
ered part of the regu lar payroll.

At 10:00 o’clock on the night of 
May 17, 1849, the cry rang out a- 
cross the deserted w harf at St. 
Louis.| Bells on steamers clanged 
and men came running from all 
directions. Someone had discover­ 
ed fire on board the steamer White 
Cloud. 
Crewmen cut loose most of the 
other steam ers to let them drift 
with the current out into the Mis­ 
sissippi, since there was not time 
to get steam up to move them. 
Then suddenly flames cut the 
White Cloud from its moorings, 
and with timbers 
crackling 
it 
floated out among the other boats. 
Within half an hour, burning boats 
covered the river for a mile be­ 
low the city’s 
business 
section. 
Twenty-three 
vessels were 
de­ 
stroyed, m any of them the best 
and largest in the St. Louis trade, 
and some just arrived with full 
cargoes still aboard. 
Tons of cargo caught fire on 
the levee, and soon 
the 
whole 
length of the w harf presented an 
almost unbroken line of blaze, 
A strong northeast wind fanned 


the flames, which crept unhind­ 
ered to a low of shanties along 
the river. An inadequate w ater 
supply slowed the fire fighters as 
the conflagration spread to the 
main wholesale and commission 
house district. All or parts of 15 
blocks of business 
houses 
and 
homes were destroyed before the 
fire was checked between 6 and 
7 o’clock the next morning. Four 
lives were reported lost. 
Dynamite used to blow up sev­ 
eral houses finally checked the 
spread of the fire at Second and 
Market streets. Relief for sufferers 
and plans for rehabilitation of the 
burned areas were organized at 
once, and property owners took 
this opportunity to widen the 
streets and enlarge the levee. 
A num ber of St. Louis insurance 
firms tailed because of having to 
pay out for so many fire insurance 
policies. Property damage was es­ 
timated at $5,500.000. The origin 
of the fire is still a mystery, since 
no evidence could be found to con­ 
vict those arrested on suspicion 
of incendiarism. Most believed the 
great lire was accidental, probably 
caused by sparks from a passing 
steamer.

run n in g a farm sin glehan d ed is 
that it cuts us out of the occasion al 
jaun t in to the d eep Ozark coun try 
with which, in y ears past, we have 
broken the mon oton y of summer. 
When there are d ogs to feed , a 
cow to milk, a hun d red cattle to 
guard again st accid en t an d illn ess, 
the problem is bein g away from 
home becomes quite impossible to 
solve. Yet even such a summer has 
•its compen sation s, as I realized n ot 
lon g ago when we talked to some 
frien d s who had come back from a 
float trip sun burn ed , mosquito bit­ 
ten an d altogether fishless. For 
when y ou are out in it all d ay 
an d every d ay , the sun loses its 
power to blister y our n ose. There 
are mighty few mosquitoes in our 
high valley at an y time an d what 
there are we can coun t on the 
breeze to waft away .

By wad in g out quietly 
from this poin t an d usin g a fairly 
heavy sin ker to get d istan ce, on e 
might just possibly reach the d eep­ 
est water in the pool with a lon g 
\ an d well-d irected cast. Havin g d e­ 
termin ed this, I pushed out through 
the un d ergrowth an d . as I had ex­ 
pected , the whole school of bass 
beat a d ign ified retreat to cover 
where they would remain un til I 
lon g after I had gon e. 
The n ext several d ay s were busy 
on es, what with spray in g the cat­ 
tle an d mowin g an d build in g fen ce 
an d brin gin g in the big steers that 
we’ve fatten in g for market. Fin ­ 
ally . however, there came a d ay 
when I man aged to fin ish up the 
work by about 3 o'clock. Gin n ie 
packed a basket with san d wiches 
for an early supper, sin ce I’d have 
to be home by 7 to milk old Guern ­ 
sey .

I have been in 
several other offices that had 
Coke machin es. The compan y gave 
us 
the poor excuse that they 
could n ’t be respon sible for col­ 
lectin g the mon ey . So we then 
foun d a soft d rin k compan y who 
said they would put us in a m a­ 
chin e an d collect their own mon ­ 
ey . The compan y still d id n ot get 
it for us. But I wiuld like for 
every on e to kn ow that very soon 
after we wen t on strike the com­ 
pan y got a Coke machin e an d sup­ 


plied the man agemen t with cold 
water. They even got a refrigera­ 
tor an d a push cart to supply the 
“boy s” with cold water. If they 
could get it for themselves, why 
could n ’t they get it for us as em­ 
ploy ees. If that is what they call 
prompt atten tion to grievan ces I 
would certain ly hate to work with 
a “n o-strike” clause in our con ­ 
tract. 
As for our wages, we are n ot 
gettin g paid n early as much as 
other sm aller compan ies arc pay ­ 
in g their employ ees. Michigan Bell, 
which on ly covers on e state, starts 
its operators at forty -seven d ol­ 
lars a week. We on ly start at 
thirty -five a week an d our com­ 
pan y covers n early six states. The 
people who thin k we are gettin g 
paid too much should take this 
in to con sid eration . It takes the 
same ability to work the switch­ 
board for a thirty -five d ollar a 
week girl as a forty -seven d ollar 
girl. In fact Sikeston ’s qualifica­ 
tion s are higher than those of 
Michigan Bell. While I was in 
Michigan this summer I compared 
livin g con d ition s up there an d 
it cost more to live here. I thin k 
we are justified in strikin g.

“hidden payrolls” and their rate 
of growth since 1947. 
For example, the average of 736 
employers surveyed by the Cham­ 
ber paid $644 per employee in 
1951 over and above cash wages 
The $644 is made up of what 
economists call “fringe benefits’ 
—actual pay, but not included in 
the pay envelope. 
For 138 of the companies sur­ 
veyed in 1951 and two previous 
years (1947 and 1949), fringe pay­ 
ments had shot up 66 per cent 
in four years— from $410 to $681 
per employee. 
These fringe 
benefits include 
social security, unemployment and 
workm en’s compensation, sickness, 
accident, hospitalization and death 
5« benefits; terminal pay; discounts 
on goods purchased, lree meals, 
pensions, savings and stock pur­ 
chase plans; paid vacations, hol­ 
idays, rest and lunch periods; prof­ 
it-sharing 
and 
bonus 
arrange­ 
ments. 
Most of these fringe benefits 
are paid voluntarily by compan­ 
ies. Only such benefits as unem ­ 
ployment and workmen's compen­ 
sation, old-age and survivors’ in­ 
surance and off-the-job disability 
insurance (in effect in four states 
and on the railroads) are required 
by law. 
Fringe benefits do not include 
extra pay * >v night shift and Sun­ 
day work or straight production 
bonuses, all of which are consid­ 
ered part of the regular payroll 
Incidentally, 
the 
amount 
of 
fringe benefits varies widely from 
company to company and from 
region to region. 
But if a given company pays 
less than the average that doesn’t 
mean it is laggard. The Chamber 
points out that often both em ­ 
ployer and worker prefer to see 
wages reflected chiefly or entirely 
in the pay envelope, rather than 
in “fringe” benefits..

“boys” w ith cold w ater. If they 
could r;et it for them selves, w hy 
couldn’t they get it for us as e m ­ 
ployees. If th at is w h at they call 
prom pt attention to grievances I 
would certainly hate to w ork w ith 
a “n o -strik e” clause in our con­ 
tract. 
As for our wages, wc are not 
getting paid nearly as much as 
other sm aller com panies arc p ay ­ 
ing their em ployees. Michigan Bell, 
which only covers one state, starts 
its operators at forty-seven dol­ 
lars a week. We only sta rt at 
thirty-five a w eek and our com ­ 
pany covers n early six states. The 
people w ho th in k we are getting 
paid too m uch should take this 
into consideration. 
It 
takes the 
sam e ability to w ork the sw itch­ 
board for a th irty -fiv e dollar a 
week girl as a forty-seven dollar 
girl. In fact S ikeston’s qualifica­ 
tions are 
higher than those of 
Michigan Bell. While I w as in 
Michigan this sum m er I com pared 
living 
conditions 
up 
there 
and 
it cost m ore to live here. I think 
we are justified in striking.

Possum Trot Farm 
Fishing for Bass in 
Clear Ozark Stream 


* By Leonard Hall 
The 
greatest 
disadvantage 
of 
running a farm singlehanded is 
that it cuts us out of the occasional 
jaunt into the deep Ozark country 
with which, in years past, we have 
broken the monotony of sum m er. 
When there are dogs to feed, a 
cow to milk, a hundred cattle to 
guard against accident and illness, 
the problem is being aw ay from 
hom e becom es quite impossible to 
solve. Yet even such a su m m er has 
•its com pensations, as I realized not 
long ago when we talked to some 
friends who had com e back from a 
float trip sunburned, mosquito bit­ 
ten and 
altogether fishless. 
For 
when you are out in it all day 
and every day, the sun loses its 
power to blister your nose. There 
are m ighty few mosquitoes in our 
high valley at any tim e and what 
there are we can count on the 
breeze to waft away. And fishing is 
w here you find it. 
One day recently, I was helping 
a neighbor hunt for a lost steer 
in a wild strctrh of country not far 
from the farm , which is traversed 
by three creeks. All of these are 
at their lowest point for 
m any 
y ea rs because of the long drought 
and the lack of any rain or snow­ 
fall last winter. And as a result 
of this, w hatever gam e fish have 
survived the giggers and rifle fish­ 
e r m e n are likely to concentrate in 
a few deep pools which rem ain. 
This I discovered as I followed a 
path along a high, wooded bank 
above a long stretch of fairly deep 
w ater. The sun struck the stream 
just 
right 
and 
1 
had come 
up 
quietly through the brushy cover; 
and out in the deepest part of the 
pool I could see a dozen bass of 
fair 
size 
sunning 
themselves. 
1 
w atched them for a long time with 
out 
moving, 
studying 
how 
one 
m ight drop a lure of one kind or 
another into their midst without 
»alarm ing them beforehand, siuce 
the slightest perceptibh m ovement 
was certain to send them scurry ing 
for the cover of the tree roots. 
The problem . I soon decided, was 
one to bo solved only by a minnow 
fisherm an. 
F ar upstreem at the 
head of the pool, a sand-spit ran 
out at the mouth of a dry spring 
branch. 
By 
wading 
out 
quietly 
from this point and using a fairly 
heavy sinker to get distance, one 
m ight just possibly reach the deep­ 
est w ater in the pool with a long 
and well-directed cast. Having de­ 
term ined this. I pushed out through 
the undergrowth and, as I had ex­ 
pected, the whole school of bass 
beat a dignified retreat to cover 
w here they would rem ain until I 
long after I had gone. 
The next several days w ere busy 
ones, w hat with spraying the cat­ 
tle and mowing and building fence 
and bringing in the big steers that 
w e've fattening for m arket. Fin­ 
ally. however, there cam e a day 
when 1 m anaged to finish up the 
work by about 3 o ’clock. Ginnie 
packed a basket with sandwiches j 
for an early supper, since I’d have 
to be home by 7 to milk old Gucrn- ! 
sey. Rod, minnow bucket, trap and 
crackers for bait w ere loaded into 
the car, along with Mike and Chip- 1 
per. A short run out the road and 
down through a neighbor’s fields 
brought us as close to the stream 
as we could take the car; and from 
there we hiked in. 
At this point the expedition n ea r­ 
ly cam e to a disastrous end; for, 
although I set the minnow trap 
in the shallows with ca re and saw 
plenty of shine*s and chubs in the 
vicinity, they refused to be lured 
into the trap 
Finally, with our 
time running out 
we picked up 
the trap with about a half-dozen 


shiners, none of them m ore than 
half the size for good bait. But 
they w ere all we had, so they'd 
have to do, and I em ptied them 
tnto the minnow bucket. Then Gin­ 
nie and the picnic w ere deposited 
in the shade of a big w alnut tree 
and I proceeded to sneak up on 
m y fishing hole, 
Indian fashion. 
One precaution it pays to follow in 
fishing the small, clear stre a m s in 
late su m m e r is to use a fairly long, 
light leader on the end of the east­ 
ing line. So I attached four feet 
of three-pound test nylon, tied a 
“dipsey” sinker on the end of it. 
looped on a snelled hook and baited 
it. Tension on the reel was released 
so it would run freely, with thum b 
pressure counted on to prevent a 
backlash. I waded out on m y sand­ 
pit. took careful aim and tossed out 
a long cast. Minnow, sinker went 
sailing out tow ard the deep w ater 
and dropped right w here I wanted 
them. Once the sinker touched bot­ 
tom, I reeled in the slack line, 
then raised the rod tip to move 
my m innor slightly across the bot­ 
tom. 
T hat slight m ovem ent was enou­ 
gh The rod tip twitched, then bore 
down strongly. I gave line caut­ 
iously until the rod bore down ag­ 
ain and then struck hard. Away 
down in the pool, a good-sized bass 
headed for the tree roots then cam e 
up out of the w ater shaking his 
head. A few m om ents later I slid 
him out onto the bank in m y little 
bay; a dandy sm allm outh weigh­ 
ing well over a pound. Three m ore 
followed him in succession, as rap ­ 
idly as I could rebait the hook 
and oast. That ended m y minnows, 
so I tied on a sm all Lazy Ike plug, 
waded out another half-dozen yards 
to gain distance, and tossed it to 
the hungry bass. On the* third cast 
it got a response; but this fellow 
was the largest of the evening and 
cut such a shine around the small 
ixiol that his com panions took al­ 
arm and sw am for cover. That 
ended the fishing, yet I waded as­ 
hore well satisfied with the sport 
I’d had. An hour later the bass 
w ere cleaned, supper eaten and we 
were back at home again. 
The story has a postscript. Some 
days thereafter, we went down to 
the Big Pond with the picnic bas­ 
ket and I tied on the sa m e lure 
for a few cats, forgetting about the 
three-pound test leader. On about 
the fourth east, 1 hung into som e­ 
thing which I felt certain was the 
old tree root that lies in the deep

Fishing for Bass in 
Clear Ozark Stream

The greatest disadvantage of 
running a farm singlehanded is 
that it cuts us out of the occasional 
jaunt into the deep Ozark country 
with which, in years past, we have 
broken the monotony of summer. 
When there are dogs to feed, a 
cow to milk, a hundred cattle to 
guard against accident and illness, 
the problem is being away from 
home becomes quite impossible to 
solve. Yet even such a summer has 
•its compensations, as I realized not 
long ago when we talked to some 
friends who had come back from a 
float trip sunburned, mosquito bit­ 
ten and altogether fishless. For 
when you are out in it all day 
and every day, the sun loses its 
power to blister your nose. There 
are mighty few mosquitoes in our 
high valley at any time and what 
there are we can count on the 
breeze to waft away. And fishing is 
where you find it. 
One day recently, I was helping 
a neighbor hunt for a lost steer 
in a wild stretch of country not far 
from the farm, which is traversed 
by three creeks. All of these are 
at their lowest point for many 
years because of the long drought 
and the lack of any rain or snow­ 
fall last winter, And as a result 
of this, whatever game fish have 
survived the giggers and rifle fish­ 
erm en are likely to concentrate in 
a few deep pools which remain. 
This I discovered as I followed a 
path along a high, wooded bank 
above a long stretch of fairly deep 
water. The sun struck tho stream 
just right and I had come up 
quietly through the brushy cover; 
and out in the deepest part of the 
pool I could sec a dozen bass of 
fair size sunning themselves. I 
watched thqm for a long time with 
out moving, 
studying how one 
might drop a lure of one kind or 
another into their midst without 
alarming them beforehand, since 
the slightest perceptible movement 
was certain to send them scurrying 
for the cover of the tree roots. 
The problem. I soon dec ided. was 
one to be solved only by a minnow 
fisherman. Far upstreem at the 
head of the pool, a sand-spit ran 
out at the mouth of a dry spring 
branch. By wading out quietly 
from this point and using a fairly 
heavy sinker to get distance, one 
might just possibly reach the deep­ 
est water in the pool with a long 
and well-directed cast. Having de­ 
termined this, I pushed out through 
the undergrowth and. as I had ex­ 
pected, the whole school of bass 
beat a dignified retreat to cover 
where they would remain until I 
long after I had gone. 
The next several days were busy 
ones, what with spraying the cat­ 
tle and mowing and building fence 
and bringing in the big steers that 
we’ve fattening for market. Fin­ 
ally, however, there came a day 
when I managed to finish up the 
work by about 3 o’clock. Ginnie 
packed a basket with sandwiches 
for an early supper, since I’d have 
to be home by 7 to milk old Guern­ 
sey. Rod. minnow bucket, trap and 
crackers for bait were loaded into 
the car. along with Mike and Chip­ 
per. A short run out the road and 
down through a neighbor’s fields 
brought us as close to the stream 
as we could take the car; and from 
there we hiked in. 
At this point the expedition near­ 
ly came to a disastrous end; for, 
although I set the minnow trap 
in the shallows with care and saw 
plenty of shiners and chubs in the 
vicinity, they refused to be lured 
into the trap. Finally, with our 
time running out, we picked up 
the trap with about a hail-dozen 


shiners, none of them more than 
half the size for good bait. But 
they were all we had. so they’d 
have to do. and I emptied them 
tnto the minnow bucket. Then Gin­ 
nie and the picnic were deposited 
in the shade of a big walnut tree 
and I proceeded to sneak up on 
my fishing hole, Indian fashion. 
One precaution it pays to follow in 
fishing the small, clear streams in 
late summer is to use a fairly long, 
light leader on the end of the cast­ 
ing line. So I attached four feet 
of three-pound test nylon, tied a 
“dipsey” sinker on tho end of it. 
looped on a snellcd hook and baited 
it. Tension on the reel was released 
so it would run freely, with thumb 
pressure counted on to prevent a 
backlash. I waded out on my sand­ 
pit. took careful aim and tossed out 
a long cast. Minnow, sinker went 
sailing out toward the deep water 
and dropped right where I wanted 
them. Once the sinker touched bot­ 
tom, I reeled in the slack line, 
then raised the rod tip to move 
my minnor slightly across the bot­ 
tom. 
That slight movement was enou­ 
gh. The rod tip twitched, then bore 
down strongly. I gave line caut­ 
iously until the rod bore down ag­ 
ain and then struck hard. Away 
down in the pool, a good-sized bass 
headed for the tree roots then came 
up out of the water shaking his 
head. A few moments later I slid 
him out onto the bank in my little 
bay; a dandy smallmouth weigh­ 
ing well over a pound. Three more 
followed him in succession, as rap­ 
idly as I could rebait the hook 
and cast That ended my minnows, 
so I tied on a small Lazy Ike plug, 
waded out another half-dozen yards 
to gain distance, and tossed it to 
the hungry bass. On the third cast 
it got a response; but this fellow 
was the largest of the evening and 
cut such a shine around the small 
pool that his companions took al­ 
arm and swam for cover. That 
ended the fishing, yet I waded as­ 
hore well satisfied with the sport 
I’d had. An hour later the bass 
were cleaned, supper eaten and we 
were back at home again. 
The story has a postscript. Some 
days thereafter, we went down to 
the Big Pond with the picnic bas­ 
ket and I tied on the same lure 
for a few cats, forgetting about the 
three-pound test leader. On about 
the fourth cast. I hung into some­ 
thing which I felt certain was the 
old tree root that lies in the deep
